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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment received on 1 1/18/03 has been entered. Claims 1-6 remain 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 3, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kaneko et al. (JP 10-307025). 

Regarding claims 1, 3, and 5, Kaneko et al. ("Kaneko") discloses 
photogrammetric analytical measurement using a picture having an image of a target 10, 
the target having at least three main reference point areas and at least one assistant 
reference point area , each being a high luminance point area surrounded by a low 
luminance area (Para. 0005-0007). Kaneko further discloses a target-image extractor that 
extracts the image of the target from the picture by detecting high luminance point areas 
each corresponding to the reference point areas of the target (Para. 0010), an image 
processor that processes the extracted image of the target to determine a two dimensional 
position of each of reference point areas of the target with respect to a 2-D picture 
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coordinate system defined on the image (Drawing 2\ Para. 0017), a first calculator that 
calculates 3-D positions of the main reference point areas with respect to a 3-D camera 
coordinate system defined on a camera that photographs the picture (Drawing 3; Para. 
0018-0019), a second calculator that calculates 2-D positions of the reference point areas 
with respect to a 2-D image-plane coordinate system, defined on an image plane of the 
camera, based on the 3-D positions of the reference point areas calculated by the first 
calculator (Drawing 3; Para. 0025), and a third calculator that calculates camera 
parameters based on the 2-D positions of the reference point areas with respect to the 2-D 
picture coordinate system and the 2-D positions of the reference point areas with respect 
to the 2-D image-plane coordinate system, the camera parameters including a position 
and a direction of the camera when the picture is photographed (Para. 0018, Para. 0025). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 2, 4, and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see page 11, filed 1 1/18/03, with respect to the rejection 
of claim 1 under Kaneko et al. (6,304,669) have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a 
new ground of rejection is made in view of Kaneko et al. (JP 10-307025).
